As a result of the friend­ 
ship shown by the English to th e em ­ 
bassador British influence in Morocco 
has gone up another peg, ami the excit­ 
able Gauls are correspondingly de­ 
pressed. T he contest between the two 
countries is very Interesting, for the 
prize is one well w orth gaining. These 
two only have chances to Iteoome para­ 
m ount in Morocco, for tile other Euro­ 
pean nations have no real interest in 
the country. 
Morocco has been known for centu­ 
ries as an extrem ely wealthy land, al­ 
though it is undeveloped and negleet- 
ed. It Is rich in soil. in climate, in m in­ 
erals aud in all that goes to make up a 
pi^sperous nation save th a t ifs people 
are slothful and unprogressive. They 
are alm ost completely ignorant of mod­ 
ern civilization; but, although they are 
bigoted 
and 
intolerant 
Mostema at 
present, ii is believed that they can be 
aw akened to th e benefits of modern 
life. T h a t Is tile goal that is sought by 
France and England, though not un­ 
selfishly. Bot ii of those countries look 
forw ard to reaping rich rew ards from

T he school law mentioned author­ 
ized the departm ent from the United 
Skates of 
1,000 school teachers,

whom Prof. Atkinson states 781 have 
been appointed, either absolutely or 
pi ovisionally. 
The archipelago was districted into 
IS divisons, the school work of each 
being placed in charge of a division 
superintendent 
iii speaking of the general condi­ 
tions, Prot. Atkinson says in part: 
“The greatest present need is th at 
of adequate and suitable school build­ 
ings. 
All school buildings occupied 
by soldiers, or in any way used for 
udlitary purposes, should vc vacated 
and turned over to school authorities 
at the earliest practical moment, aud 
arrangem ents should be made for tho 
le n t or vacation of all conventos or 
other church property now used for 
3chool purposes.

Out of the ruins of the Amalga- i 
mated association it is contemplated 
to form this copartnership between the J 
shareholders and the employees of the 
United States Steel corporation. 
The plan was conceived liefore the 
steel strike was thought of. and then 
it was expected that it might lie put in j 
operation In two years. 
It required , 
time to formulate the details of such a 
tremendous undertaking. For this rea­ 
son announcement was withheld. 
At a recent conference, however, be­ 
tween Hie executive board of the Amal­ 
gamated 
association 
and 
Charles 
Schwab, the president of the United 
States Steel corporation, it came out 
that Schwab, under the direction of 
Morgan, bad formulated a profit shar­ 
ing scheme whereby it was proposed to 
make every employee of the steel cor- i 
porn Hon a copartner iii the business. 
Details of the scheme are unobtain­ 
able now for the good reason that the 
plan lias been agreed to only in a gen­ 
eral way, while the details require 
much time to settle. 
For the same rea­ 
son officers of the United States Steel 
corporation refused the other day to 
discuss Hie proposition for publication, 
but while quotations marks are lacking 
Hie facts are not. 
It may la* said by the above me nr 
Honed paper tin t a plan of co-opera­ 
tion has been laid out. A union of 
capital aud labor is at hind. Nor does I 
the scheme have the taint of charity. ! 
Stock will not be given away. It will 
be sohl. But the selling price will be 
the same to labor as that paid by per­ 
sons who direct the corporation’s com- j 
m o d a l and financial management. 
Iii other words, the men who run tile 
steel mills will be placed on the same 
Investment level as those who do the 
business.

Schwab ami the roller will be holders 
of shares that cost the same, and Mor­ 
gan will become a partner with the 
mill superintendent. 
The plan contemplated by the United 
States steel corporation Is nothing 
more than a higher development cf the 
scheme that has prevailed in the Car­ 
negie plants since IN!(2. And it was 
just such a plan that first made possi­ 
ble suet) plants as Homestead aud 
paved Hie way for men like Schwab. 
A fter studying the success attained by 
Carnegie, Morgan and Ids associates in 
the management of the United States 
Steel corporation determined that It 
would be wise to extend the se lie me— 
J ast us they determined that it would 
be profitable to form Into one big cor­ 
poration a majority of the steel plants 
of the country. 
Profit 
through

between 
capital and labor was Hie scheme. It 
was the whole basis of the craze to 
consolidate, to “harmonize.” to unite, 
that greater profits to shareholders and 
workers alike might accrue.

J. Pierpont Morgan has planned the 
great est labor union of tho age—a 
union of la Intr and labor’s ally, capital, 
says tho New York Press. According 
to his plan stock of the United States 
Steel corporation, valued at several 
millions of dollars at par, has been set 
aside for the purchase at inside figures 
by the I<>.".000 men employed by com­ 
panies that make up the great steel 
trust. Out of the ruins of the Amalga­ 
mated association it is contemplated 
to form this copartnership between the ; 
shareholders ami the employees of the 
United States Steel corporation. 
The plan was conceived before the 
steel strike was thought of, and then j 
It was expected that It might be put in ; 
operation in two years. It required . 
time to formulate the details of such a 
tremendous undertaking. For this rea­ 
son announcement was withheld. 
At a recent conference, however, be- j 
tween the executive board of the Amal- , 
ga ma ted 
association 
and 
Charles 
Schwab, the president of the United 
States Steel corporation, it came out 
that Schwab, under the direction of 
Morgan, had formulated n profit shar­ 
ing scheme whereby it was proposed to 
make every employee of the steel cor- i 
potation a copartner in the business. 
Details of the scheme are unobtain­ 
able now for the good reason that the 
plan has been agreed to only in a gen­ 
eral way, while the details require 
much time to settle. For tho same rea­ 
son officers of the United States Steel 
corporation refused the other day to, 
discuss the proposition for publication, 
but while quotations marks arc lacking 
the facts are uot. 
It may be said by the above m e tir 
tioned paper that a plan of co-opera­ 
tion has been laid out. A union of 
capital and labor is nt hand. Nor docs 
the scheme have the taint of charity. 
Stock will uot be given away. It will 
be sold. But the selling price will he 
the same to labor as that paid by per­ 
sons who direct the corporation's coin- j 
mercial and financial management. 
In other words, the men who run the 
steel mills will he placed on the same I 
investment level as those who do the 
business. 
The commercial and the 
operating men of the corporation will 
become partners on an equal basis. 
Schwab and the roller will be holders 
of shares that cost the same, and Moi*- 


I gnu will become a partner with the 
mill superintendent. 
The plan contemplated by the United 
: States Steel corporation is nothing 
more than a higher development of the 
scheme that has prevailed in the Car­ 
negie plants since 1.8P2. And it was 
just such a plan that first made possi­ 
ble such plants as Homestead and 
paved the way for mon like Schwab. 
I After studying the success attained by 
Carnegie. Morgan and ids associates in 
' the management of the United States 


j Steel corporation determined that it 
would be wise to extend tile scheme— 
just as they determined that it would 
he profitable to form into one big cor­ 
poration ii majority of the steel plants 
of the country. 
Profit 
through 
harmony 
between 
capital and labor was the scheme. It 
was the whole basis of the craze to 
consolidate, to “harmonize.” to unite, 
that greater profits to shareholders and 
workers alike might accrue. It was 
on tills theory that the United Stales 
Steel corporation was founded. With 
this idea of co-operation in view the 
United 
States Steel corporation 
re­ 
served a large amount of capital stock 
for subscript ion by the employees. The 
capital of tile corporation was made 
sufficiently large to acquire the plants 
of minor concerns, to obtain sufficient 
working capital, and to have remain­ 
ing shares, valued at several millions 
of dollars, for sale to the men In the 
operating departments of the mills. 
It first was necessary to obtain the 
capital before the greater scheme could 
be carried out. 
This was done, but. 
according to the estimates of financial 
men, there still remains in Hie steel 
trust’s treasury securities worth at par 
$100,000,000. 
No announcement has 
been 
made as to what disposition 
would be made of this tremendous ex­ 
tra issue of securities, but it lias been 
announced that only a few small prop­ 
erties would he bought—Just enough to 
round out the productive capacity of 
the different plants. The presumption, 
bast'd on excellent information, is that 
stock worth at par several millions of 
dollars will he offered to the Steel cor­ 
poration’s employees. 
The scheme is novel only in its mag 
j 
nitude and farreaching effect. 
The j 
same plan was followed by J. J. Hill, 
the president of the Great Northern 
and an intimate associate of Mr. Mor­ 
gan in several railroad properties. The 
Great 
Northern company set aside 
shares worth at par $1,000,000 for its 
employees. 
These shares were sold to 
the men at par, or $100 a share, al­ 
though each share had a value in the 
open market at the time of $150. 
Other railroads aud several down 
town banks, including the National 
City bank, have adopted the pension 
plan. That plan contemplates the pay­ 
ment of a salary somewhat higher than 
the average and then taking part of 
this salary to put in a fund from which 
a pension is paid after retirement 
through age lim it

I gan will become a partner with the 
mill superintendent. 
The plan contemplated by the United 


i States Steel corporation is nothing 
more than a higher development of the 
scheme that lins prevailed in the Car­ 
negie plants since 1802. And it was 
just such a plan that first made p ossi­ 


ble such plants as Homestead ami 
paved Hie way for men like Schwab. 
I After studying the success attained by 
Carnegie. Morgan and ins associates in 
! the management of the United States 
j Steel corporation determined that it 
would lie wise to extend the scheme— 
Just as they determined that it would 
lie profitable to form into one big cor­ 
poration a majority of the steel plants 
, of the country. 
Profit 
through

It 
I was the whole basis of the craze to 
i consolidate, to •‘‘harmonize." to unite. 
I that greater profits to shareholders and 
workers alike might accrue. It was 
; on tills theory that the United Stales 
Steel corporation was founded. 
With 
this idea of co-operation iii view the 
1 United States Steel corporation re­ 
served n large amount of capital stock 
for subscription by the employees. The 
capital of the corporation was made 
sufficiently large to acquire the plants 
of minor concerns, to obtain sufficient 
working capital, and to have remain­ 
ing shares, valued at several millions 
of dollars, for sale to the men in the 
operating departments of the mills. 
It first was necessary to obtain the 
capital before the greater scheme could 
be carried out. 
This was done, but. 
according to the estimates of financial 
men. there still remains In tile steel 
trust’s treasury securities worth at par 
$100,000,000. 
No announcement has 
been 
made as to what disposition 
would be made of this tremendous ex­ 
tra issue of securities, but it lins been 
announced that only a few small prop­ 
erties would be bought—just enough to 
round out the productive capacity of 
the different plants. The presumption, 
bast’d on excellent information, is that 
stock worth at par several millions of 
dollars will be offered to the Steel cor- 
poration’s employees. 
The scheme is novel only in its mag 
nitude and farreaching effect. 
The 
same plan was followed by J. J. Hill, 
the president of the Great Northern 
add an intimate associate of Mr. Mor­ 
gan in several railroad properties. The 
Great 
Northern company set aside 
shares worth at par $1,000,000 for its 
employees. 
These shares were sold to 
the men at par, or $100 a share, al­ 
though each share had a value in the 
open market at the time of $150. 
Other railroads aud several down 
town banks, including the National 
City bank, have adopted the pepsiou 
plan. That plan contemplates the pay­ 
ment of a salary somewhat higher than 
the average and then taking part of 
this salary to put in a fund from which 
a pension is paid after retirement 
through age lim it
